Riiuu'.  Jan.  Hi. — A  >evere  n.iva! 
engagemeut  occurred  Friday  in  t  he- 
Red  Sea  arhen  seven  Taildah  gan- 
boats'and  an  anned  yacht  were  de- 
stroyed by  Italiau  warships.
